A FRENCH HINT. 


The American Squadron of Evo- 
lution’s Trip to Brazil. 


Italy Alleged to Be Hgged On by 
Germany, 


Horrible Fate of a Crew Wrecked on the 
Reefs at Mallicolo—Killed and Devoured 
by Natives—News From the Orient 
Emin Pasha in Possession of Sensational 
Information—Bitter Against Stanley— 
African Matters Discussed in the Reich- 


| stag—The Senegalese King Murdered by 


Hig Subjects—Turkish Govornment Offi- 
cials Bemoved—Foreign News. 


LONDON, May 12.—The Paris Debate ridicules 
the explanation, said to be advanced by the 
United States Secretary of the Navy, that the 
squadron of evolution is ordered from 
European waters to improve its discipline, 
relaxed by too frequent communication with 
shore and lndulgenos in the pleasures of the 
agreeable Mediterranean station. The officers 
and men have not been favored in this re- 
spect more than has been custonfary, and 
other reasons, the French journals think, 


must besought: The wish is probably the 
father to the thought, that the squadron is 
sent to Brazil in view of tune threat- 
ened complications between the new repablic 
and Italy. The Figaro maliciously hints that the 
latter power is being egged on by Germany. 
The number of Germans in Brazilhas been 
lessened by the return by many who were en- 
gaged in commercial enterprises here, and 
look to their native government for compena- 
tion for disturbance to their business. The 
agricultural eolonists, onthe contrary, have 
remained,and appear to be content with their 
lot. Theyconstituted the bulk of the set- 
tlers there of German descent, butthe repre- 
sentatives of capital invested in trade atthe 
large ports have considerable influence and 
their complaints will probably cause much 
embarrassment for Brazil.As Italy bas a griev- 
ance against the South American power, it 
will be better to allow her to take the initiative 
and then excuses will not be lacking for Ger- 
many to sustain the Italian demands. The

the rubber manufacturing industry by the ad- 
vance in raw material and the alleged favor- 
ing of United States dealers in that respect. 
France would witness with the greatest com- 
placency any attempted buUying ol Brazil by 
Italy, confident that the United States, as 
shown by its late action, will warn any Euro- 
pean power against unwarranted hostilities 
In the Western hemisphere.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., May 12.—Four white 
men and forty-seven natives, whe were going 
as laborers to Australia, were lost by she 
wreck of aschooner on the New Hebrides. 


The survivors say that about two natives and 
one white man reached shore, but the island- 
ers, after inviting them to a feast, toma- 
hawked and ate the hole crowd, except one 
boy, who escaped.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., May 12.—News was re- 
ceived here last night by steamer Zealardia 
that, in a great storm on March the 
schooner Eliza Mary was driven on thé reefs 
at Mallicolo inthe New Hebrides. It was im- 
possible to see anything through the blinding 
rain till just before the ship struck. There 
were on board atthe time a crew of eighteen, 
two passengers, forty-four recruits and fifteen 
returning laborers, making a total of seventy- 
nine. The first boat which was lowered 
was manned by four white men 
and several of the black crew. The 
boat was dashed to pieces while going on 
shore and the four white men were drowned. 
Those who remained on board the ship were 
saved. Several ot the recruits swam for the 
shore and were either drowned or killed after 
landing. One boy had to fight his way from 
shore to the mission station, distant tep 
miles. He with twenty of his companions 
went with some natives toa village near the 
coast. They were given food, but while eat 
ing the savages set upon them and began 
tomahawking the castaways. The boy ran 
and escaped. In all four white men and 
forty-seven blacks were iost.

SERIOUS TROUBLE IN THE CONGREGA* 
TIONAL CHURCH OF STRATFORD, CONN.

A Question of Economy Causes a Split and 
Bad Bieed Between the Twe Clashing 
Factions—Paster Ives’ Efforts to Lift a 
Debt Results in a Stormy Méecting— 
Deacon Houghten Reundly Abused. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Drspatcn. 

„Conn., May 12.—An offer of $100 
for the corpses of Deacon Samuel T. Houghton 
and Committeeman Thomas B. Fairchild was 
posted the other nighton thefront door of 
the Stratford Congregational Church, among 
notices of prayer meetings, and notwith- 
standing the denlal that it was authorized by 
anyone belonging tothe church, the belief 
exists that it was put up by some memper of 
the congregation. The Stratford Congrega- 
tional Church is the oldest in the State, and 
one of the oldest inthe country. Last tall 18 
elaborately celebrated the 20th anni- 
versary of its existence. There 
are two clashing factions in the church, the 
split being due to a question of economy, 111 


clety of Christian Endeavor opposed the 
prayer meetings of the older people during 
Rev. J. 8. Ives’ administration. When the 
prayer meetings were discontinued it was 


a new cause for difference at once arose, as 
conservative members of the  gov- 
erning body—the chureh society— 
became alarmed at what they termed 
**the extravagance’’ of the congregation in 
piling up a debt that had reached nearly 
, 000. Retrenchment was proposed and the 
church society appointed a committee to in- 
vestigate the financial affairs of the churoh. 
This committee was composed of Deacons 


and Messrs. Thomas Fairchild, Watson H. 
Smith and Edward Hall. The committee had 
Pastor Ives“ salary reduced from $1,500 to 
$1, 200. 

THERE WAS AN APPEAL. 

The resolution was reconsidered. The mat- 
ter was permitted to rest for thirty 
days. Rev. Mr. Ives proposed to take 
charge of the church’s finances and prom- 
ised that he would pay off the indebtedness 
within three years, his salary of $1,500 to go 
on as usual. There had been bitter fights de- 
fore, but it was Intensified when the econo- 


mists scorned the pastor’s brillant scheme. 
To let the pastor explain his plan a general 
meeting was held a fewnights ago. Almost 
everybody in Stratford attended it. The 
ladies of the church were out under the lead- 
ership of Mrs. R. D. Bunnell, working for the 

astor. They thought his finanolal plan per- 
ect. Long before the time appointed for the 
meeting the stiff-backed pews were filled. C. 
Wells was chairman. Pastor Ives entered with 
his attorney, Mr. Edward Hall, a member of 
the church society, and explained his plan of 
action. Lawyer Hall also spoke. Sume of the 
older members think that Mr. Hall was too 
impassioned and a trifle indiscreet in his 
utterances, bat as iris rich baritone voice 
rolled through the vaulted sanctuary and his 
defense of the reverend gentieman’s ability as 
a financier became more and more eloquent, 
delighted expressions of approval came from 
the ladies.

He promptly 
resigned his post as deacon and withdrew 
from the church and the secretaryship. It 
was late wheu the meeting finally ,. 
but even lu the dark a white placard could be 
seen on the church door. o one stopped to 
read it that night, but the next morning it was 
read and this is what was on it:

The héavy expenditures which will be re- 
quired for pensions under past and recent 
legisiation makes it reasonably certain that 
the direct tat bill will not be passed 
this session, and that all appropriations 
for public buildings and even the river 
and harbor bill will be allowed 
to go over.

mon had no authority of law. but on the con- 


trary were in direct conflict with the statutes; 
that their lands were intended solely for the 
occupation of this tribe; that the use by white 
men of lande in the Indian Territory 
gave them (the white men) an unjust advan- 
tage over Others, and particularly over small 
Stock raisers in the States, inasmuch as the 
former paid no taxes, either upon 
the land upon which thelr cattle 
grazed or upon the cattle themselves, 

the latter did both. In 

the Government by permitting the 
leasing of these lands had discriminated un- 
ustiy and severely against the smaller 
armer, but it certainly would not continus to 
do so. The Secretary in conciusion suggested 
that as the Indians had no further business in 
Washington they should immediately return 
to their reservation.

any article of commerce which he may desire 
to use in his business to the value of the 
articles exported. After explaining that his 
proposition Was to reverse action of the old 
principle of rebate, Mr. Breckinridge de- 
manded tellers on his amendment and it was 
lost 83 to 111. 

Mr. Anderson of Kansas offered an amend- 
ment providing that the President may sus- 
pend the rate of dutv on any imported articles 
when in his judgment the production, manu- 
facture or saie of such article is monopolized 
or attempted to be monopolized or controlled 
by any trust or combination. 

Mr. Anderson’s amendment brought ona 
lively debate in regard to trusts. 

Mr. Grosvenor threw afire-brand into the 
discussion by repeating the story in 
regard to Mr. Havemeyer’s influence upon 
the sugar schedule in the Mills Dill. 
After this the debate was plentifully sprinkied 
with such phrases as ‘‘shotgun policy,’’ 
‘*‘plantation falsehood,’’ ete. The matter 
was finally settled by everybody apologizing, 
after which the amendment was adopted 
by a vote of 87 to 76. Only two Republicans 
voted in favor of it and the announcement of 
the result was received with applause on the 
Democratic side.

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| UNCLE 8AM’s LOSS. 
Destruction of the Military Stores Depot at 
Willet’s Point, L. I. : 

Fv Teterravh to the PUsSt-DIspaTon. , 3 

NEw YORK, May 12.—About $100,000 worth of 
military stores belonging to the United States 
Government were burned Saturday night at 
Willet’s Point, L. I. The fire broke out late 
at night in the storage house of the military 
post, and Col. King, who is in command there, 
believes it was the work of an incendiary. The 
bullding burned was located on the outskirts 
ofthe post. It was in charge of Sérgt. Kelly 
of Company A, and none of thé soldiers or 
attaches of the post were allowed to enter it. 
The bullding was a one-story wooden stractare 
250 feet long and 150 feet wide, It was used 
for storing all the implements of the engineer 
corps, e¢éléctrieal apparatuses, pontoon 
bridges, and other army supplies. In the 
building were nine Fish torpedoes valued at 
$8,000 each, and the electrical apparatus used 
for steering them. The only torpedoes of this 
kindever made were manufactured for the 
United States, Germany and England. Among 
the other things stored in the buildings were 
80,000 feet of oak plank, fifty bales of rope, 
10,000 shovels, 10,000 pick-axes, a number of 
canvas boats and all the pontoon bridges be- 
longing to the post. The were also several 
pianos and alarge lot of furniture in the 
building. The pontoon bridges were valua- 
ble and among those used in the late war. 
There was also a large number ot ship anchors 
and smali boat anchors destroyed, The pow- 
derand dynamite which had been stored in 
the place was removed to the new freproof 
Arsenal two weeks ago. The post is garri- 
soned by 400 soldiers and officers and is known 
as the Torpedo School. Taps“ had been 
sounded on Saturday night and thé men were 
about going to bed when the alarm was given. 
The men feil into line and hurried to the fire, 
but the flames had gained such beadway that 
they could notdo much to stop them. The 
fire apparatus at the post was useless, 
When the hose was unwound it fell apart. 
The supply of water was inadequate. 


There is atwo-inch water main which is sup- 
plied from the water-works at Flushing, but 
there was very little pressure, and a telegram 
was sent to Flushing to turf on more water. 
There is no direct wire with Flushing from 
Willet’s Point and the telegram had to go by 
way of New York. By the time a sufficient 
pressufe of water was turned on in the pipe 
the building was burned down. When the 
soldiers found they could not save the build- 
ing in which the fire started they turned their 
attention to the outer structures and with the 
assistance ot hook and ladder companies from 
Bayside and Whitestone they succeeded in 
saving the surrounding property. A 
large building caught fire from the sparks, 
but wassaved after great exertions by the 
fighters. Col. King 8 a roport of the 
fire to the Secretary of War. Congress will be 
askéd to make an appropriation to cover the 
loss. The officers atthe fortare confident 
that the fire was the work ofan incendiary. 
It is the third fire of incendiary origin that has 
occurred at Willett’s Point. The last fire there 
destroyed the theater about four weeks ago. 
If a high wind had prevailed Saturday night 
many old dwelling houses at the post would 
have burmed. A base line transit, sald to be 
the only one in the United States, which was 
valued at $3,000, was destroyed. The fire 
burned five hours. There were no fires or 
lights in the premisés. 


RAILROAD WRECK NEAR CLAYTON. 


A Construction Train Jamps the Track—The 
Engineer Killed. 


At 9:10 this morning engine No, 8, pulling 
four flat cars, jumped the track about halt a 
mile east of Clayton.

THE MYSTERY CLEARED UP. 


John Schubert Died of Congestion of the 
Lange at Hotel Emory. 


Late on Saturday night a man and woman 
registered at Hotel Emory as ‘‘John Schubert 
and frau.“ They were assigned to room 45 
and at 2:45 yesterday morning the woman 
summonea the night clerk and told him 
the man was very sick. He went to 
the room and found Schubert in 


so dangerous a condition that he lost no time 
in summoning medical aid. The man grew 
worse and was sent to the- Dispensary and 
subsequently to the City Hospital, where he 
died at about8o’clock, morphine poisoning 
being alleged as the cause of death. 

It was en for granted by the police that 
**Schubert’’ was simply an alias and on the 
arrival of the bod at the Morgue a 
careful search was made for some evidence 
of identity. None was forthcoming, except 
in the hat, where was found the name of J. J. 
Kleekamp, 2950 Clark avenue. Detective 
Zeigier followed up this clue, and on ascer- 
taining that Kieekamp had been missing from 
his home for a week, was inelined to regard 
his work as about done. Buta sonof the 
missing man quickly dispelled this Illusion by 
denying that the corpse was that of his father. 

The woman who was with Schubert says she 
met him in a saloon on Sixth and Clark avenue 
and that he bad evidently been drinking 
heavily. She agreed to accompany him to a 
room, and on the way he talked wildly about 
some one trying to shoot him. She attributed 
his conduct to drink and paid little attention 
to his ravings. She did not know the man’s 
real name, and all he told her was that he was 
a Bohemian and a whitener by occupation. 

IDENTIFIED. 

At 6:30 o’clock this morninga lady giving 
her name as Mrs. Schubert appeared at the 
Coroner’s office and identified the body as 
that of ber husband, John Schubert. It was 
thus apparent that the deceased had given 
his proper name when he registered at the 
Hotel Emory. Mrs. Schubert said she lived at 
1808 South Ninth street. She stated that on 
last Monday her husband, who was 33 years 
old anda whitener by trade, had left home 
saving that he was going ont into some of the 
country towns towork duringthe summer 
months. Since that time the had not seen 
him. She could assign no reason for 
his supposed suicide. The mystery sur- 
rounding the case is now fully 
cleared away. Mrs. Kilekampf, when shagn 
the bat which Schubert wore at the time ofNis 
death, the possession of which caused all the 
trouble in the case, identified it as one she 
had sola among other article of clothing to a 
peddler who had called at her house afew 
days ago. It has also been learned that the 
location of Kliekampf. who was said to be 
missing, is known.

CHARLES E. MEADE’S TRIAL, 


The Mayor’s Ex-Secretary on Trial for 
Election Frauds, 


Charles E. Meade, ths ex-private secretary 
of Mayor Noonan, is on trial in the United 
States District Court to-day, charged with 
frudulently procuring naturalization pa- 
pers for Theodore Kitha. The testi 
mony in this case is more direct 
and positive than any which has been given in 
the election fraud cases, and Meade has a 


harder case to defend on this account than 
mostof his fellowsin misery. Kilth wason 
the stand and was anxious to place himself in 
a proper light. He was not troubled with the 
defective memory that has seemed to 
bother most other witnesses in these cases, 
but testified positively as to what occurred 
when he received his papers and to the con- 
versations. He said that he was not entitied 
to papers of any kind, because he had come 
to this country after he was 21 Fears of 
age and had only lived here three years, 
and Meade knew this. He said that 
Meade was sworn, and when be was asked by 
Judge Noonan how longhe had known the 
witness he said five yeurs. The government 
presents more direct evidence in this case 
than in any and it stands a better chance of 
winning than inthe other cases which have 
been tried.

Sec, 3 reads as follows:

They shall bold their offices as such 
Com misgioners for five years from the time of 
the passage of this act and until their succes- 
sors are appointed and qualified. No mem- 
ber ok said board shall receive 
any compensation for his services, but each 
commissioner shall, nevertheless, be entitled 
to receive for his personal expenses in visit- 
ing and superintending the said park asum 
not exceeding $100 per annum. 

Sec. 22, which provides for the filling of 
vacancies in the board, is as follows: 

‘‘In case of any vacancy occurring in the 
membership of the Board of Commissioners, 
from death, resignation or disqualification 
to act, the same shail be filed 
by the remaining members of the beard for 
the residue of the term then vacant, and all 
vacancies caused by expiration of the term of 
office shall befilled by the appointment of 
the Judges of the Supreme Court of the State 
for the time being or a majority of them.

THE SUNDAY-SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 

T. J. Magruder of Baltimore, Chairman, 
submitted the following report, which was 
prepared by W. G. E. Cunningham, Sunday- 
School editor. 

The last four years have been the most 
prosperous in our history. The increase in 
our Sunday-school membership and in the 
circulation of our periodical literature is very 
encouraging. Ibelieve there has deen a de- 
cided increase in the zeal and efficiency of the 
officers and teachers in our Sunday- 
schools, as evidenced by an increase 
in the number of conversions and ad- 
ditions to the church from among 
the children and young veople under our 
care. The relation of our Sunday-schools to 
church generally is becoming more and more 


satisfactory every year. There is room for 
improvement. Our Sunday-school depart- 
ment shoulda be more thoroughly organized, 
and the sphere of its operations enlarged to 
meet the growing demands of the times. The 
Chureh now has at ite command the means to 
fully equip and furnish this most important 
department of Christian work, and I trust the 
General Conference will legislate wisely con- 
cerning it. 

In 1886 we had 10,622 Sunday-schools, with 
71,973 teachers and 561,747 scholars, making in 
all 633,720. We now have 12,589 Sunday- 
schools, with 688,839 teachers and 693,845 
scholars—total, 782,68. This shows an in- 
crease during the quadrennium of 1,967 
schools, with 16,866 teachers and 132,098 
scholars—total 148, 964. 

„»The circulation of our Sunday-school 
periodicais has increased during the four 
years, 261,550. Wenow issue monthly 782,000 
copies. In addition tothe above we furnish 
the African M. E. Church 95,000 copies per 
month. 

We have issued from the department dur- 
ing the quadrennium ee new books. 
Some of these are small volumes suitable for 
juvenile libraries; others are good-sized 
12mos, such as ‘Life of David Livingstone,’ 
‘A Week with Jesus,’ ‘The Day-Dawn of 
Christianity,’ ‘Joe,’ ‘Mrs. Wilson’s’ Letters 
from the Orient,’ etc. 

„We have also had translated into Spanish, 
for the use of our Sunday- schools in exico, 
Thigpen’s ‘Catechism for Small Children 
and Bishop MecTyeire’s ‘Catechism on 
Church Governmert.’ For our Sunday- 
schools in Brazil we have had the ‘Uat- 
echism for Small Children,’’ translated into 
Portuguese. Besides, the department has 
furnished literature for our Sunday-schools, 
using the English language in China, Japan, 
Brazil, Mexico and Indian Territory. The 
Intermediate Quarterly is translated into Spanish

A FAULTY SYST¥M RESPONSIBLE FOR SOME 
OF THE LOSSES. 


The Prospects in Colorado, New Mexico and 
Arizona for the Present Year—An Expert 
Gives His Views on the Causes of Some 
St. Leuis Failures—Assessable and None 
Assessable Stock.

There is 
possibly not so much prospecting going on as 
has been the case during previous spasons, 
nor didI see any indications pointing to the 
opening of any large number of pew mines. 
THOSE WHO HAVE MONEY 
seem to have found a better use for it in de- 
veloped and partially developed properties 
and there seems to beno doubt that a very 
large output will come from properties that 
hitherto have yielded little or nothing. In- 
vestors are inclined to profit by the work 
of others and a very great num- 
ber of properties that have had 
a good deal of work done on them and bave 
then been abandoned for want of funds, will 
pass into new hands, and their capabilities 
will be thoroughly tested. There are not 
nearly so many wildcat mines lu existence as 
some people believe, as many of those which 
are now regarded as such are in reality excel 
lent paying properties, needing only capital 
to develop them. A very large percentage of 
the losses that have occurred during the last 
three or four years are due not to the fact 
that the properties opened were worthless, 
but to the fact that there was no 
adequate working capital.

have been paimed off oa inexperienced pur- 
chasers, but not afew good mives have been 
obliged to shut down because of lack of funds. 
We of the mining districts are fast becoming 
almost unanimous in the opinion that the 
practice of making stock non-assessabie, 
which was inaugurated with the object of pro- 
tecting small stockholders, has been more 
detrimental to the mining industry, and 
especially to investors with small means, 
than anything else connected with that inter- 
est. The assessment system, especially in 
the mines of California and Nevada, was un- 
8 very greatly abused, and when 
the Leadville deposits were discovered 
Colorado passed laws in the interest 
non- assessable stock. For a 
it worked very well as the pe- 
culiar mature of the Leadville deposits 
rendered it possible for men to discover 
whether they had a mine or not at very small 
expense. Other States and Territories copied 
the Colorado law, and 1 believe that I am 
correct in saying that they thereby greatly 
hampered thelr mineral development. The 
result has been that nearly all the money in 
the treasury of many companies has been ex- 
ended in purchasing properties and that 
here has been no fund for developing 
them. Uniess pay ore is struck very early, 
nota likely contingency, one of two results 
usually follows. The stockholders either 
refuse to subscribe and the mine is aban- 
doned, the stockholders still owning it and 
any attempt at development, for 
assessment work required to hold the 
claim really amounts to nothing, or a tew 
undertake thetask of providing funds, run 
all the risks and see others share the profits, 
ber have done nothing to render «them pos- 
e. 
fe FREEZING OUT SMALL STOCHOLDERS. 
Another and a very common result of this 
system ie that the mine 1s brought into debt, 
if those who furnish the money see that 
it is about to become profitable all they have 
to do is to stop supplies, bring suit, buy the 
mine in, and become its sole Owners. Others 
who believe in the roperty cannot re- 
tain eir interest if the creditors object, as 
they ban refuse to accept any propoitionate 
payment, and compel thé complete liquida- 
tion of their claims or sell the mine. Under 
the assessment system if a man made his 
aymients ne one could deprive him of 
ig stock, bus the present method 
a small stockholder can be frozen out mach 
more easily than under the old method, the 
abuses of which non- assessable was in- 
tended to correct. Bonding mines has been 
worked in thesame way. the is 
out, unless Iam very much mistaken, 41 
numberof mines which have been 
as failures and passed into the hands of the 
stockh: lders who bave anced money, will 
turn out to be excellent properties.’

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BROKE THE TRUST. 


Decided Opposition at the Mayor’s Office te 
a Lunch-Counter Syndicate. 


Sergt. A. B. McGrew of the Mayor’s office is 
opposed to trusts and monopolies of all sorts, 
and in his humble way does all in 
his power to suppress them. 


This morning he throttled a lunch- counter 
trust which has been running in full blast for 
the past few 4. in the nelghborhoud of 
Eleventh and Morgan streets, and which for a 
time threatened to destroy all competition, 
questionable means at that. he case 
o the attention of Sergt. McGrew in a 
liar way. A few days ago a small, 
s¥ékiy looking German called at the 
ayor’s office and reported that he had been 
chred out of a lunch stand at Eleventh and 
lorgan streets. He said that he had been 
taken ill and hired a man named Finkman to 
manage the business for him, pending his re- 
turn. When he recovered sufficiently to re. 
turn to his stand, Finkman, he said, refused 
to surrender, claiming thatthe business was 
his property. The police looked into the mat- 
ter and the little German secured possession 
of his business, The next day there were 
three applicant® at the Mayor’s office for 
permits to establish lunch stands in that 
neighborhood. The first wasa woman, who 
gave her name as Mary Brown. She said that 
her husband was sick and she had no other 
way to earn a livelihood. She obtained the 
permit. This was after Finkman had been 
refused a permit by Sergt. McGreer. 

William Miller was the next to apply, 
and he succeeded in getting the 
necessary authority to use a por - 
tion of the sidewalk in that 
neighborhood. There was another permit 
5 the same day to Finkman’s brother. 
‘ething more was heard of the

in that neighborhood at the Mayor’s office 
until this morning, when acomplaint was re- 
ceived through the police that Finkman had 
three of the stands and was trying 
to monopolize the business. Sergt. 
McGrew investigated the complaint 
and learned that the permits granted Mary 
Brown, Millerand Finkman’s brother were 
held by the member of the Finkman family 
who had been refused authority to run a 
stand, for his alleged attempt to gouge a 
sick man out of his property. McGrew was 
indignant when he made this discovery and 
it did not take him long to take up all three 
permits. 

Finkman called at the Mayor’s office after 
this vigorous action had been taken and 
demanded an explanation. Sergt. McGrew 
gave him some sound advice and refused to 

ive him another permit, telling him thatthe 
Mayor's office would do nothing fora person 
who made such a palpable attempt to forma 
lunch trust. Finkman then resorted to tears 
and soba to move the inflexible sergeunt, but 
McGrew was not affected a particle. 
The crushed lunch counter monop- 
olist then said he would commit 
suicide and McGrew told him togo ahead, 
promising to supply him with a rope, weapon 
or any other means he might desire to carry 
out his threat. 

Finkman left the office vowing that he 
would have revenge on somebody. 


The North and South Bill. 


The Council Committee on Railroads will 
meet to-morrow afternoon to hear arguments 
onthe North & South Rapid Transit Railway 


bill. This bill asks the right to construct and 
operate a street railway, by horse, cable, 
electric or gas motor from the Intersection of 
Gravois road and Cherokee street 
to the south gate of Calyary 
Cemetery.

It is, in fact, astonishing what proportions 
the tradein flowers and plants assumes in 
Paris. It is reckoned thatthe daily sale of 
natural flowers alone realizes about £25,000, 
The rents of the stalisinthe various flower 
markets amountto $20,000 a year, so that it 


may be imagined that no small number of 
geraniums, pansies and pots of mignonette 
must be sold before anyprofit ls made. The 
Marche aux Fleurs of the Cite comes first on 
the list with $8,000 of rent; thatof the Made- 
leine, $8.200;tnatof Saint Sulpice, $540, and 
those of the Place Clichy and Chateau d' Eau, 
$100. The annual commerce in room plants is 
calculated at more than $200,000, But this is 
only one side ot the flowery world of Paris.

After the war of 
1871 Emperor William took out of the indem- 
nity millards $800,000 for M. de Bismarck. and 
thissum served t urchase the great do- 
main of Friederichsruhe. This latter castle is 
remarkable for its simplicity. There are 
some portions of it that are simply. white- 
washed and without any ornamentation what- 
ever. Up to 18$5 Bismarck. was obliged to live 
rather modestly, and, ashe himself admits, 
he did not resist the temptation of gambling, 
in the hope that chance would favor him. 
The inheritanee of his father bettered his 
pecuniary situation and brought him the 
property of Schoenhausen, and it was shortiy 
after that when he married Johanna von Putt- 
kamer. 

For some time Bismarck’s charity was ea- 
gariy solicited, but the old Chancellor was al- 
ways economical, and he rarely responded to 
appeals for ald. A few years ago he cansed to 
be inserted in the papers a singular advertise- 
ment declaring that it was useless to ask him 
for assistance. 


THE QUEEN OF SPAIN. 
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She Rules Well by Virtue of Her Sim 
plicity.

A prominent Spanish statesman was asked 
the other day to what he attributed the 
strange fact that a woman, and a foreigner, 
held the reins of government successfully in 
her hands in a country so undermined as 
Spain by political intrigue. ‘‘The marvel, if 
marvel there be,’’ was the reply, ‘‘can be ex- 
plained in the simplest manner.

Like our own Queen, the Queen Rogent of 
Spain has worn mourning ever since the death 
ot her consort, and only quite lately she has 
begun to wear jewelry on state occasions. 
In public the Queen, who is3l years old, ap- 
pears only with herson, the little King, with 
whom she takes drives in the neighbor- 
hood of Madrid. The Queen’s two dangeh- 
ters, aged and 7 respectively, talk 
Spanish, French, German and English fluent- 
ly, and are both very strong and healthy- 
looking children. Since it bas become known 
that the Queen calls Alphonso XIII. ‘*Bubi,’’ 
in memory of her Austrian home, Spanish 
ladies have begun to call their children by 
the name, which—ignorant of its real deriva- 
tion from bube, boy—they trace back to the 
English term, baby, or more ingeniously 
from puppy.

Timothy or herd grass is the most common 
grass of Continental Europe, growing wild 
throughout all that vast region between the 


Mediterranean Sea on the South and the North 
Sea in the direction the name implies. It is not 
into the United States, but this much 
is known: it takes itsname from Timothy 
Hanson, a farmer of Maryland, who 
brought it into general notice as a hay grass 
after he had cultivated itextensively for his 
Own use for years, The botanical name for 
the grass is phieum pratense. Itisa curious 
fact that, although its native home is Europe, 
the United States is the first country in which 
it was grown, cut and cured for hay. Not 
longer ago than 1786 some timothy heads and 
seeds were taken to England and exhibited as 
curiosities.

LOVEJOY’S MEMORY BONORED. 


He Got His Revenge—A Terrible Tragedy— 
Illinois Items. 


ALTON, May 12.—The memorial services held 
over the grave of Elijah P. Lovejoy, 
the first martyr to the cause of 
abolition, yesterday were large attended.

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HISTORY OF THE HACE TO BE CONTESTED 
AT LOUISVILLE WEDNESDAY. 


Description of the Easy Defeat of Diablo 
at Linden—Latest Betting on the Brook 
lyn Handicap—The Browns Defeated at 
Toledo Yesterday—Coursing at the Fair 
Grouns—Sportiag News. 

' IFTEEN years ago, in 
the lovely month of 
May, writes Blue 
Wing, the first Ken- 
tucky Derby was run 
over the then beauti- 
ful course at Churchill 
Downs, the mighty 
little red horse“ 
Aristides being the 
victor. No prince of 
the realm ever re-. 
celved amore gener- 
™| ous Ovation than did 

be this great little son of 

the peerless Leaming- 

ton when he passed 

. the post in the van on 
2 that eventful day. It 
was the inaugural of 

the sport of kings at Churchill Downs,'and M. 

Lewis Clark was the proudest man in all Ken- 

tucky that day. 

Buttime brings many changes. The great 
EKastern race tracks of the present day were 
then in their swaddling clothes, as it were. 
There were no 8-year-old events with 
fabulous sums of added money totempt the 
Western horseman to turn his footsteps East - 
ward when the trees began to put forth their 
leaves in the springtime. Racing around New 
York City had not.grown to the colossal pro- 
portions of the present day. The Western 
horsemen rather preferred to stay nearer 
home and bring his horse to the post for the 
classic event which in those days was the one 
bright spot upon the sun of the turf kingdom. 

In avery short time the Kentucxy Derby be- 
came the premier race of the Western tarf. 
Every owner and trainer in Kentucky and 
Tennessee who had a colt worth $3.00 began 
early in the winter the work of preparing 
him for the battle of the cracks. Men 
like George Rice, ‘‘Brown Diek, Lee Paul 
and a host of others spent months and months 
in the work, but while many were called few 
were first past the post. This did not deter 
the trainers, for they went upon the hypothe- 
sis ‘‘if at first you don’t ‘succeed, try, try 
again.’’ 

Winter after winter the work of preparing 
the Derby candidates went on. Every move- 
mentof the horses was watched, and many 
were the stories of how this or that trainer 
worked his horse by moonlight. Every arti- 
fice was employed to circumvent the ‘‘touts,’’ 
for there were ‘‘touts’’ in those days just like 
there are now, the only difference being that 


they were a little more respectable and less 
numerous. Stable secrets were guarded as if 
life depended on it, and few and far between 
were the tips which escaped them. 

It was a great honor to win the Derby in 
those days, and it was worth any man’s time 
and money to work for it. The fortunate horse 
was considered the greatest of the year, and 
his name was on a million tongues for the 
balance of the season. All hail the king“ 
greeted his ears along the line, and no babe at 
its mother’s breast was ever more carefully 
watched over than the winner of the Derby. 

But time brings many changes. The Brook 
lyn and suburban and Omnibue and Lorillard 
and American Derby and other rich stake 
events of the turf have overshadowed the 
blue-ribbon race of Kentucky’s metropolis. 
Its glory has faded, its power has waned, until 
now, in the good year 1890, the Kentucky 
Derby is an event of minor importance.
